4, At the acceptance test of the train, radar set No 3 revesled 
a range of only 70 km and radar set No 4 a range of 3O km. 
gone improvements made in Slutinany increased the range of the 
sets up to 350 km (sic). 


5. Expert personnel for radal were. trained at the chrudim signal 
communication school. wxadar stations were subordinate to the 
LINO gir forces yoadquarters. — 
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3. The moblle radar station deseribed here was at 
the Milovice (0 51/G 10) railroad station in 
July 1949, It was not in operation at that 
time.
